But if the:national headquarters of

CONGRESS TO DECIDE 


'The determining factor, of course, 


will be Influential members of congress 
Those who are up for reelection in 
1928 are peculiarly interested in get- 
ting the strongest powible presidential 
ticket.' For in many states it has been 
a foregone conclusion that if Mr. Coo- 
lidge ran he not only would carry the 
electoral vote but he would sweep Into 
omce the Republican candidates 
for 


both houses of congress. The question 
asked by the candidates of themselves 
comes down in individual cases, there- 
fore, to this: "Would Herbert Hoover 
carry my state? Would Governor Low- 
den or Charles G. Dawcs be more apt 
to keep the state Republican?" 


••When the members of congress who 
•re up "for reflection make up their 
minds what Is the strength of each 
ot these candidates they will get back 
of the one they think most likely. In 
recent national conventions the power 
of senators and representatives has 
been conspicuous. In many Instances 
they control the delegations without 
much effort. In other Instances there 
are contests. Senator Reed with the 
help of course of Secretary Mellon dic- 
tated the policy of the Pennsylvania 
delegation at the last national <x nvcn- 
tfcw. Senator Wadsworth and Mr. 
Hlltes handled the New York delega- 
tion. Senator Edge and fon.ier Senator 
Erclinghuyscn will be Influential In 
making up the New Jersey delegation. 
Have these men all abandoned the idea 
of drafting Coolldgc and what are their 
real second choices? By the time con- 
gress meets the sentiment «: the lead- 
ers will have crystallized, because be- 
tween now and the first'of JCovwnber 
.many members will be In the white 
house where he will be accessible once 
more to the leaders who would hesitate 
to break In on his vacation.

2 shafts, plain.

2 "S" hooks, safety.

CONSTRUCTION OF THE FUSE 


Always In the construction of a 


wedge-shaped or "A" frame, the best 
procedure is to lay out the shape of 
the frame full size on a large piece 
of paper, and lay the material direct- 
y over this plan while putting it to- 
gether.

ment and true construction.

BRIDGE PROJECTS 


ARE AFFECTED BY 


NEWSTATEIAWS 


Available Funds Are Doubled 


for Next Two Years by 
Legislators 


Madison—C?)—"Bridge 'law" amend* 


ment» and one new statute will af- 
fect very materially th« constriction 
of large highway bridge .projects In 
this state within teh next two years, 
according to the state highway com- 
misslryi. 


Four major amendments were made 


to the existing stautes. the most Im- 
portant of which Increases the amount 
of state funds available for large 
bridge construction from $250.000 an: 
nually >to $500.000 annually 
for the 


next two years. 


The new statute 
provides for the 


construction of interstate bridges with 
a fund' of $400,000 annually to meet 
the state's share of the cost of con- 
struction of bridges. This brings the 
total of the state's share of the cost 
of construction to $900.000. 


The statutes provide that certain 


amounts can be assessed against the 
county or counties in which the work 
is located and they in turn can assess 
a portion of their share against the 
municipality in which the work is lo- 
cated. A total of $1.500.000 is avail- 
able annually for the construction of 
large highway bridges when the stale's 
share is combined with that of the 
county and municipality. The legis- 
lation will result in the reconstruction 
of many old bridges which could not 
be financed otherwise. 
' ' 


THREE AMENDMENTS 


Three other amendments deal with 


bridges located 
on the state trunk 


highway system or on a road or street 
in a city of the fourth class forming a 
direct connection between portions of 
tht state trunk highway system! ' 


One amendment makes free swing 


and life bridges eligible for reconstruc- 
tion regardless of their length :anoth- 
er amendment affects the manner of 
petitioning the state hlghxvay 'commis- 
sion for aid in reconstruction. Still an- 
other amendment limits the amount 
which the state highway commission 
can levy upon any county m which 
the bridge-Is located, of counties which 
border on the stream which is being 
spanned by the bridge in question. 


The highway commission has con- 


sidered the construction of a number 
of other bridges and making free the 
toll bridges. Among the bridges con- 
templated is, an Interstate bridge- be- 
tween Marinette, Wisconsin 
nominee, Michigan 
about $600.000.

husky then—and seized the baby In 
ila arms.

less something very unforseen hap- 
pens, however, retailers in the North- 
west can place fall and winter orders 
now with perfect confidence.

harvest period should not only give 
employment to all now lacking em 
ployment, but should attract back to 
this section many who have left i 
during the past five years for Chica 
go, Detroit, and other industrial cities- 
I especially emphasize the need tha 
retailers immediately replenish theii 
stocks owing to the hand-to-mouth 
buying custom which has recently be 
come so general. Under ordinary con- 
ditions this custom will work; but re- 
tailers in the Northwest who expect to 
get small lots delivered at short no- 
tice this coming Fall, during the crop 
moving season, may be sadly disap 
pointed.

For 
he first time in years cattle raisers are 
optimistic and are adding to their 
orces. Probably the cattle interests 
have suffered more the past ten years 
han any other agricultural 
group 


The very sudden and abrupt drop in 
prices, following the war, left the cat- 
le industry in very bad shape. For 
some time everyone connected with 
he business—ranchers, feeders, pack- 
ers, butchers, and retailers—have been 
complaining. All have claimed to be 
unable to make money, while the 
housewife knows she has been corn- 
jelled to pay higher prices for meat 
:han ever before. 
To a layman it 


seems as if someone engaged in the 
ndustry should be making money; but 
statistics fail to reveal who this can 
be- The difficulty has apparently been 
due to the increased prosperity of the 
wage workers of the country. 
The 


change in the standard of living, on 
the part of wage workers during the 
?ast ten years, has completely upset 
the livestock industry. This change 
has been accentuated by''the develop- 
ment of small packing houses in small 
cities and the use of motor truck's to 
transport livestock from the farms to 
packing houses. The readjustment of 
the cattle Industry to these new de- 
mands together with a wave of economy 
now developing in certain Eastern in. 
oustrial centers—bled white by instal- 
ment selling—is bringing back into 
equilibrium live stock industry. 


"Since May 20. I 
have travelled 


about 10.000 miles 
throughout tho 


great agricultural sections of the Unit- 
ed States and Canada. Wheat grow- 
ers every where are enthusiastic, live- 
stock interests are encouraged, while 
these engaged in diversified farming 
are well satisfied with the 1927 crop 
outlook. Farmers, however, who raise 
only corn are very nervous as to the 
outlook. An early killing frost—such 
as some of the'weather prophets fore- 
cast—would be a very serious blow 
to the corn sections of the country- 
Corn is late everywhere from two 
weeks to a month. During the first 
week of August in a normal year al' 
of the corn is in tassel. This year it is 
even, ngw just beginning to tassel 
whiles-many fields are still only about 
knee high. 


What the future will bring forth to 


the corn growers cannot be foretold 
The recent hot wnther should great- 
ly help. As nearly every section has 
had sufficient moisture a hot August 
will do much to remedy the situation 
Therefore, let no one complain of the 
heat during the next few weeks. Al- 
though you, the readers of this inter- 
view, may not be farmers or directly 
interested 
in agriculture, yet 
your 


prosperity during the next 12 months 
is •vitally connected with the prosperitx 
of the farmers of this country. Ag- 
riculture still supplies ft>ur-fifths ol 
the primary consuming power of the 
United States, the balance being sup- 
plied by forestry, mining, fishing, and 
so forth.

A study of IJie lodln content of foods, manure* 


and animal products In relation to the prevention o 
goiter In New Zealand was recently reported by C 
E. HcrcuK and 1C. C. Roberts In the London Jour 
nal of Hygiene. These Investigators found that the 
amount of lodin in the soil Is accurately rcflcctc( 
by the amount of lodin In the food, vegetable or 
animal, grown on the soli. They also found that the 
iodln content of vccctable or animal food .shows i 
seasonal variation. For Instance, vegetables showed 
the maximum content of lodln In the lato autumn 
and winter when crbwth Is at a minimum. Eggs 
contain the mo.«t lodln In the summer .Milk con- 
tains Its maximum amount of lodin in the spring- 


Cooking- had little effect on the iodin content o 


seaweed, root vegetables, bread and fish, but it re- 
duced by two-thirds the lodin content of greens. 


Hercus and Roberts found that the iodin contem 


of human milk is lower In the woman with goiter 
than in the normal woman. In America many phy- 
sicians now advise the expectant mother to take 
Internally minute doses of iodin or dn iodin com- 
pound throughout the period of expectancy for the 
purpose of in:-uring an adequate iodin supply for the 
unborn child and the newborn Jnfam. One drop o] 
common tincture of iodin taken in a glassful of 
water is a fair dose for the expectant mother to 
take once a week. Iodized salt IK common table salt 
to which a trace of sodium lodid has been added, 
enough to provide an adeauate iodin ration for 
most presons if iodized salt be used exclusively in 
place of ordinary salt. 


It is likely, thoujrh I am not certain, that suffi- 


cient iodin is furnished in cod liver oil. when the 
expectant or nursing mother takes a cod liver oil 
ration. 


The New Zealand Investigators found that fish 


varies in iodin content according to the iodln con- 
tent of the environment. This agrees with our con- 
ception in America that fresh water fish is of little 
value as an iodin fo'od. but fish "or shellfish from 
he sea contain considerable iodin. since fresh water 
s likely to be poor in iodin and sea water is a 
source of iodin. 
/Hercus and Roberts found that the addition of a 
minute 
quantity of iodids (potassium of sodium 


odid) to the feed of animals increased the iodin 
"ontent of the animals' thyroid srlands and their 
flesh used as food. One of the best ways to pro- 


ide iodin ration for domestic animals is through 
he use of iodized salt. 


These New Zealand studies give us new assurance 


if the health value of late summer and fall vegc- 
ables and vegetables stored in the cellar.

Th|s has been due primar- 
he business of banditry. 


No one phase of the crime wave 


hat started in this country immedi- 
ately after the World War was over 
vas more conspicuous than the pay- 
o!l holdups in almost every city of 
ndustrial importance. These crimes 
were all the more spectacular because 
hey were invariably'•Caged in broad 
daylight and frequently in busy city 
treets. because of the boldness of the 
>andits and their utter disregard for 
human life, and because so many pay- 
masters and guards were killed. 


How successful they were in the 


aggregate, in the amount of money 
stolen, and how many such crimes 
vere committed, is not a matter of 
record. In one brief six-month per- 
od. 
"Ifowever 
when 
the 
pay- 


roll bandits were in their heyday, the 
newspapers of the country chronicled 
205 such robberies, with a total booty 


f almost two millions of dollars— 
il.856,874, to be exact. Twenty per- 
sons were killed and 40 wounded 
while attempting to guard the pay- 
roll money in these holdups and 
several of the bandits were killed 'or 
wounded.

It is not known definitely, either, 


to what extent the system of paying 
wages by check is being adopted, but 
a recent survey shows that more than 
3000 concerns are now using it, al- 
hough it is conceded that the pre- 
ponderance of employers continue «o 
my their wage earners in cash. 


Those using checks include almost

SO.ME. STATES PROHIBIT CHECKS 


The check system can not be uni- 


versally adopted because some of the 
States have laws 
prohibiting that 


method of paying wngc-earncrs. New 
Jersey for example, has a law re- 
quiring that wages must be paid at 
least every two weeks in, lawful mon- 
oy of the United Slates. In Xcw York. 
New Hampshire. Arkansas, »nd sev- 
eral other States, wage payments 
must be in cash unless the employees 
acrcc to take checks. Missouri stipu- 
lates that "every manufacturer" In 
that State must pay his employees at 


least once every 15 days in lawful 
money, but does not decree 
what 


other employers shall do. Iowa has a 
law under which coal miners must be 
paid in cash, and Kentucky has a 
provision in its State Constitution 
that all wage earners shall be paid 
for their labor in lawful money. 


Another 
thing 
that 
militates 


against the extension of the system 
has been the opposition of the labor 
unions, many of which still insist up- 
on a clause in their agreements with 
employers which stipulates that their 
members be paid in cash only. This 
grew out of wage losses to labor 
through unreliable employers who is- 
sued checks when insufficient funds 
were deposited, in banks to meet the 
amounts, and also out of the diffi- 
culty that workers formerly' exper- 
ienced 
in 
getting 
checks 
cashed. 


There was the further objection, too, 
that frequently the workers had to 
discount their checks in order to gat 
cash readily and easily. 


In this connection it is to be noted 


that the New Jersey State Federation 
of Labor went on record last year 
in. opposition to proposed legislation 
which would permit employers to pay 
wages by checks, stating "we be- 
lieve that the present law relating to 
the payment of wages should be re- 
tained and we-belleve further that its 
repeal would be a step backward and 
invite the abuses which we fought 
for years." 


In. New York the objections of the 


unions were met and overcomf^by the 
inauguration of a permit system by 
the 
State 
Department 
of 
Labor 


whereby an employer may pay by 
check upon furnishing the Commis- 
sioner of Labor satisfactory evidence 
of his financial responsibility and giv- 
ing reasonable assurance that his 
checks will be cashed without diffi- 
culty and for the full amount 
for 


which they are drawn. 
SAFETY THE FIRST CONSIDERA- 
^ 
TION 


Safety is the 
first 
consideration 


that led to the adoption of the check 
system by practically all the employ- 
ers questioned by the United Status 
Chamber of Commerce In making its 
survey of the subject, although many 
of them found the system more ec- 
onomical, saving both expense an-1 
time. 
/ 


And the safety sought was not 


primarily the safety of the 
payroll 


money — most employers being 
in- 


sured against such losses — but the 
safety of the employees handling pay- 
rolls and the safety of individual 
workers with their pay in their pock- 
ets. 


Of the companies that reported as 


to whether the system is satisfactory, 
by far the large majority pronounc- 
ed it a 8ucce*a and'where returns aie 
available as to the attitude of the 
workers they show for the most part 
a willingness to cooperate with their 
employers in anything that meaps 
Having lives. That the workers should 
take this stand Is due. of coursn. to 
the fact that they were consultei be- 
fore the payment by check plan WHS 
put in operation and the thing 
not forced oajthem.

Question: On the first trick should 
Closed Hand play the Ace or a small

My-answer Slip says play the Ace 


of Spades. The reason that South 
should win the first trick is asTbllows: 


Declarer should not hold up because 


he can be sure of taking one Spade, 
three Hearts and 
five 
Clubs—nine 


tricks and game—before he risks his 
Diamond finesse. Of course the Difr 
mond finesse must be taken by leading 
up to East, and if it lose East will win, 
ad if Bast still have a Spade he would 
be able to lead it;'but the game will 
have been won and there is little dif 
ference between making three-odd at 
No Trumps.

Dr. Thompson began tho evening 


with the characterization of the vari- 


.. ous types of people, dealing principal- 
ly with the idea of salesmanship. 


"We all read characters more than 


'•• we think we do." he said ."and we are 
•swayed by each and.every personality 
•with which we establish an under- 
standing:. We deny things we do not 
understand, but we accept things up- 
,-on which we can meet in a common 
•basis. This, therefore, is the founda- 
tion of salesmanship. The more sub- 
jects in which we find common inter- 
est the more easily we can csatblish 
friendship. To understand a person is 
almost invariably to like them." 


EXPLAINS PROFILE TXPES 


In his explanation 
of types, Dr. 


. Thompson began with the study of 
• • profiles, explaining that the more the 


forehead 
recedes 'the faster 
the 


thought. The man with the receding 
forehead is the fact^buyer. he stated, 
while the man with the bulging fore- 
head is slower of thought the execu- 
tive. Noses were classified according 
. to their curves and widths. The optim- 
istic nose turns*up while the serious 


-_"nose droops more toward the 
face. 


Small, eyes, quiet eyes are the eyes ot 
the quiet, thoughtful man while the 
wide open, all seeing eyes are the eyes 
of the man who loves to hear himself 
talk. Eyes close set belong to the 
boaster, the speaker said. Broad, flar- 
ing noses denote the man of power, as 
-does the humped nose. 


Moist, soft hands, said Mr. Thomp- 


son, , usually 
belong .to moist, soft 


personalities, while elastic hands, flex- 
ible hands are those belonging to the 
man with the elastic, flexible mind 
which is a strong and 
dependable 


mind. .There are. he continued, obsti- 
nate hands, adaptable.hands! and flut- 
tering nervous hands. 


Hand-writing was also . discussed, 


and the ways to judge character by 
this means were explained. Breaks in 
the -writing point to breaks in thought 
trend; .generosity is denoted by the 
size of the letters, while uphill and 
dowrr'hfli; tendencies signify the op- 
timistic or the pessimistic nature. The 
writing -which starts out large and 
ends 'small denotes that the writer 
will probably make a 
great many 


promises' and keep none of them. 


^BALANCED. PERSONALITY . 
Mr...Thompson explained the bal- 


anced personality, the forehead, and 
chin being on a line denoting an or- 
derly precision, even 
temperament, 


and sure judgment, .. The speaker 
pointed out that too much mentality 
may become a handicap, therefore the 
mental motive' Is'the best type, com- 
bining as it does the power to start 
and finish tasks and., undertakings, 
to adhere to plans and not to >turn 
aside. . This type of wan is the archi- 
tectf^-the engineer, the speaker and 
the orator. 
Dr. Thompson ended .-the lectures 


•with -a treatise on worry calling it 
forethought .gone to seed. He en- 
treafed his listeners to learn to think, 
to use- their brains, to never' allow 
their minds'to become'dulled by dis- 
use.That the course of study may be 
continued. Dr. Thompson offered to 
meet with those who wish to do so 
during the coming week to organize a 
study club to continue through the 
winter months. A memory course no 
doubt will bo begun. The first meet- 
ing, for the purpose of organizing 
'such a club will be held in-the city 
hall on Friday evening of next week. 
There is to be no charge for cither 
the course. Dr. Thompson offers, or 
for any other*phase of study,, unless, 
as it has .been suggested, their speak- 
trs' services- arc obtained from the 
state university.

FORECAST NEW SIZES 


FOR TIRES ON FORDS 


Additional Sizes Are Turned 


Out Yearly; 71 Now Manu- 
factured 


The agitators for simplification of 


tire sizes for automobiles may be in- 
terested to know that since the last 
report on sizes was made the number 
now in use has increased to 71,—thir- 
ty-four of them 
balloon sizes and 


thirty-seven high pressure ratings, ac- 
cording to a General Tire &• Rubber 
Company bulletin. Some time ago it 
was fondly hoped that the number re- 
quired for modern motordom might be 
reduced to ten or a dozen, thus mak- 
ing things much less complicated for 
the tire manufacturer, the tire dealer 
and the tire user. 


But progress in simplification has 


been in reverse, and it is even whis- 
pered that when Ford and Chevrolet 
engage openly in their new pitched 
battle there will be some 17 inch 
wheels, five, and six inch cross sec- 
tions,—and that many more tire sizes. 


Tire manufacturers for years have 


been more than willing to have the 
number of sizes reduced. Fewer sizes 
would greatly simplify matters 
for 


thera and for their dealers, almost 
none of whom are able at present to 
carry absolutely complete stocks be- 
cause of the investment involved. But' 
it seems that tire manufacturers have 
very little say in this matter. 
Car 


manufacturers figure out the tire sizes 
as they engineer their cars, and the 
equipment tire manufacturers are ask- 
ed, not to recommtnd proper sizes, but 
to bid on sizes the car men dictate. 


There is a very.great tendency on 


the car maker's p.art to under-tire his 
cars. The car maker usually takes no 
responsibility for tires: and all he re- 
quires is tire enough to last'until the 
car gets to the consumer, then, if 
there is trouble, the complainant is re- 
'erred to the tire man. 
Car makers 


take an interest and assume some re- 
sponsibility for every part of their 
product except the tires, though it is 
obvious that if tires fail the car stops 
at once. 


General itself has created a number 


of new sizes and does a large business 
•proper-sizing" the tire equipment on 
new car which are sent out under- 
tired by the car manufacturer. 
Xo 


-elSef from the present complication of 
sizes appears to be in sight. 


The recent rapid increase in sizes 


s due to the popularity of the balloon 
tire- Balloons are demanded in all 
classes of work, and more than half 
he tires now made are of the balloon 
:ype. Meantime, few, if any. of the old 
sigh pressure sizes have gone out of 
use..and the manufacturer must make 
a doable line. 


If car ir.ak"rs would really consult 


the .tire maker while designing their 
cars, and make thtir gears and other 
specifications conform Jo certain stan- 
dards, some sood might be done. But, 
though tire men have frequently in- 
••ited car rn»n to confer very little has 
been accomplished. 


Until real cooperation can be arrived 


at. tire manufacturers will continue 
to do what they have done.—the best 
they can.—and it will remain difficult 
'or small dealers to compete with their 
stronger brethren who tan and 


real stocks.

Standards, Washington. D. *C., says. 
"The,responsibility of putting head- 
lights In good condition • rests with • 
the dealer and 
distributor, but the 


responsibility for 
keeping them in 


good condition must be divided be- 
tween the service station and the in- 
dividual driver, and all must work 
together if good lighting conditions 
are expected to. result." 


Mr. Crittenden also makes the sug- 


gestion that In the study of lights, the 
proper place to 
look is not at 
the 


lights but at the road. Drivers, there- 
fore, should watch the road and»not 
the other man's lights. He emphasiz- 
ed the point that, the problem involves 
the furnishing of a large amount of 
light on the road and of projecting a 
-small intensity at a small angle above 
the road. 


Mr. Crittenden raises the question 


wheth'er it is possible to provide head- 
lamps that will light the road properly 
without throwing an excessive amount 
of light into the eyes of other drivers.
